ing received ar. irrigation 
for 
two 


years, soil practically 
baked, 
many 


trees dead, others filled 
with dead 


wood covered with ycale. uncut, weeds 
towering high among the branches— 
all an aspect, of starvation and a sad 
object of neglect. 


Such cdining i n t o possession of my 


father, 'William Thome. M.1X, an aged 
man, formerly a physician of Minne- 
sota, seeking health in tiiis glorious 
semi-tropic climate; of divina. sight 
dimmed and lacking in means, lie at- 
tempted under the above adverse con- 
ditions, to resusticate, if possible, and 
be successful in bringing to the satis- 
factory point of a money maker, this 
poor sick patch of orange trees. 


What was to be done? One impor- 


tant asset presented itself that was 
in favor of such an undertaking: the 
soil and location of this particular 
eighteen acres of land was most sat- 
isfactory, thus a good foundation to 
start with. Hungry, thirsty and un- 
clean was this grove, and like unto a 
sick 
child, prompt decisive 
action, 


accompanied 
by an invincible deter- 


mination 
to win, was 
the 
initial 


thought 
of 
this 
indomitable man, 


whose family coat of arms bears the 
motto, "Vincere vel mori" (to con- 
quer or to die.) such was the physi- 
cal condition to conquer. 


What ill-n:atured fruit thai, remain- 


ed upon the trees at the time of pos- 
session was sold for $155. 
How good 


that sum looked, and how it aided in 
the irrigation of the entire grove, in 
three days after which the soil was 
loosened to the extent that, a gang 
plow tore up the soil to a suitable 
depth, thus allowing air to a certain 
extent to get to the live roots, Hum 
another good drink of mountain water 
put the soil in a cultivatable condi- 
tion.

week tender shoots burst forth, hall- 
ing with delight the warm health-giv- 
ing sun's rays, distinguishing the live 
trees from their dead 
companions. 


The dead twigs, also the dead trees 
were removed; new trees were sub- 
stituted when necessary: a thorough 
coating of good barn-yard manure was 
applied to the soil and the grove was 
carefully fumigated. 


Another month passed with another 


good irrigation, which gave new life 
to the reviving grove and a ray of 
hope to the owner. The above con- 
ditions are brought to notice merely 
to show whin 
can be 
accomplished 


with judicious care, for probably this 
grove was one of the worst in the San 
Gabriel Valley, in the way of being on 
the verge of ruin, without a thought 
of ever coming to the point of produc- 
tiveness. 


Such was the- "modus operandi" of 


the work to be accomplished 
with 


good judgment. The new growth be- 
came sturdy and strong and vigor- 
ious; but the course .was a costly ex- 
periment, and funds were negotiated 
for to continue the work and care, and 
to liquidate the 
interest 
of an as- 


sumed indebtedness, for the time was 
not propitious to give up. 


The spring .season arrived. 
The 


trees put forth their blossoms in sin- 
cere 
acknowledgement 
of

care; blossoms matured into the gold- 
en orange—a crop; and sold for over 
$3000. 
Bravo!

Jlrst twelve months, and the

was on the road to success.

with a thorough fumigation:
